2. Fronte Noderato Hagionale (FRN) is the new name of the recently formed 
Lega Anti-Bolsceviece. This movement whose headquarters are at 2 Via 
Camperio in Hilan is believed to have a large group of adherents, It 
was founded by the lawyer Bianco Giovenni Pietro, a former member of 
the Yowo Quelunque and an intimate friend of Glannini, 


3. The PHP ond FI ere gaid to be closely connected with Francesco Paclo 
Mrlande's Partito Communiate indipendente, This movement, although 
suppesedly Communist, is allegedly firanced by the Monarchists for the 
solo purpose af countering the Italier Communist Party's propaganda, 
Urlando himself was the founder of the Soeieta SPES (Studi Politici e 
Seciali) and is at present eollaborating with the Rome Daily American. 


4. Partito della Glovane Italia, headed by General Marchi anc conprising 
& group of young people with Right Wing tendencies, was founded re- 
cently under the auspices of Francesco Nitti, Roberto Bencivenga and 
Tite Zaniboni (a former Right Wing Socialist), The organization has 
it headquarters on the Tia Due Kacelli in Rome and publishes the 
periodical Dig 6 Popole.

There has also been a revival lately of activity on the ‘part of 

the former X MAS organization of the days of the Fascist Socialist 
Repitalic, although its principal leader, Prince Borghese, is still 
being detained. Its most active member is Ezio Maria Gray, the 
Fascist journalist who was recently granted amnesty by the Special 
Tribunal. The movement is reportedly financed by the Marchese Pat- 
riszi, Commendatore Luce and Tudini ani Talenti, Construction Engi- 
neers. 
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
